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CONSTITUTION 


Articee  I. — This  Society  shall  be  denominated  the  "  Uppeb 
Canada  Religious  Tbact  and  Book  Society." 

Art.  II. — This  Society,  approving  of  the  principles  on  which 
the  London  Beligious  Tract  Society  is  founded,  as  set  forth  in  its 
official  statements  and  declarations,  shall  circulate  only  the  publi- 
cations of  that  Society,  and  works  of  a  similar  character. 

Art.  III. — This  Society  shall,  to  the  utmost  extent  of  its  re- 
sources, encourage  the  formation  of  Auxiliary  Societies  through- 
out the  Province. 

Art.  IV. — This  Society  shall  maintain,  in  the  City  of  Toronto, 
a  General  Depot  of  Religious  Tracts  and  Rooks,  from  which  all 
the  Societies  in  connection  with  it  shall  be  supplied  at  the  lowest 
possible  price. 

Art.  V. — Every  person  paying  annually  Five  Shillings,  currency, 
or  upwards,  shall  be  a  Member  of  this  Society ;  and  persons  pay- 
ing Five  Pounds  at  any  one  time,  or  ministers  remitting  congre- 
gational collections  to  that  amount,  shall  be  Life  Members. 

Art.  VI. — Every  Life  Member  of  this  Society  shall  be  furnished 
with  a  certificate  of  membership  under  the  corporate  seal  of  this 
Society,  duly  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  for  the  time 
being. 

Art.  VII. — All  subscribers  shall  be  entitled  to  have  Tracts  to 
the  value  of  half  their  subscriptions,  and  Ministers  or  others 
remitting  a  collection,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  Tracts  to  the  value 
of  half  the  amount  so  remitted,  on  behalf  of  the  congregation 
that  gave  the  collection,  the  same  being  called  for  at  any  time 
within  six  months  after  payment. 

Art.  VIII. — The  business  of  this  Society  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  Board  of  Directors,  annually  chosen  from  the  Members  of  the 
Society,  consisting  of  a  President,  Vice-  President,  Treasurer,  and 
Secretaries,  together  with  twelve  Laymen,  of  whom  eight  who 
have  most  frequently  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be 
eligible  for  re-election.  All  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  who  are 
members  of  the  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  sit  and  vote  with  the 
Directors. 
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Art.  IX. — The  Board  of  Directors,  for  the  time  being,  shall 
have  the  appointment  of  the  Society's  Agents,  Colporteurs,  De- 
positary, Book-Keeper,  and  Clerks,  and  the  fixing  of  all  salaries 
and  allowances  ;  also  the  superintendence  and  management  of  all 
the  Property,  real  and  personal,  of  the  Corporation,  as  well  as 
the  management  and  control  of  its  general  affairs,  and  the  appro- 
priation of  its  funds,  with  full  power  to  enact  such  rules  as  may 
be  requisite  to  effect  the  objects  contemplated  by  the  Act  of 
Incorporation. 

Art.  X. — The  Board  shall  meet  for  business  at  least  once  a 
quarter,  but  may  be  called  together  at  any  other  time  by  the 
Secretary,  or  any  three  of  the  Directors. 

Art.  XI. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  President,  or  in 
his  absence,  the  Vice- President  first  upon  the  list  then  present, 
and  in  the  absence  of  a  Vice-President,  such  a  Member  present  as 
shall  be  chosen  for  the  purpose,  shall  preside. 

Art.  XII. — The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall 
be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Board  of  Directors  lor  the 
time  being  shall  deem  most  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Society. 

Art.  XIII.  —  All  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board 
shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

Art.  XIY. — No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  this  constitution 
except  at  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Society,  and  after  one  month's 
notice  of  the  same  has  been  given  to  the  Board.

In  presenting  the  following  brief  account  of  the  operations  of 
this  Society  for  the  year  1863,  the  Directors  are  thankful  to  have 
to  state  that  its  position  is  steadily  improving,  and  its  usefulness 
increasing,  while  there  remains  much  need  for  greater  exertions  on 
behalf  of  our  own  special  field  which  is  enlarging  every  day,  as  well 
as  of  that  greater  field  of  the  world,  in  which  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  has  given  us  a  work  to  do  amongst  his  other  labourers. 

Arranging  the  transactions  of  the  year  according  to  the  usual

Comparing  these  figures  with  those  of  1862,  we  nnd  that  the 
increase,  which  in  pages  is  double  the  gratuitous  distribution  of 
that  year,  is  to  be  ascribed  to  the  fact  of  subscribers  having  ob- 
tained one-half  of  the  value  of  their  subscriptions  in  tracts.  While 
we  should  rejoice  to  extend  our  operations  in  all  directions,  it  is 
particularly  gratifying  to  find  that  our  constituents,  throughout 
the  Province,  have  chosen  thus  to  receive  nearly  a  million  pages  of 
tracts,  since  we  cannot  doubt  that  they  have  been  taken  for  the 
purpose  of  actual  distribution  in  various  places.

III.  DISTRIBUTORS'  REPORTS. 

The  few  particulars  we  are  able  to  furnish  under  this  heading, 
tell  again  the  story  with  which  use  has  made  us  somewhat  familiar, 
but  which  has  not  lost  a  jot  of  interest  or  value  in  the  estimation 
of  those  who  judge  aright.  There  has  been,  with  some,  a  patient 
continuance  in  well  doing,  with  others,  who  did  run  well,  a  going 
back,  while  others  again  have  been  providentially  hindered  in  the 
work.  Some  say,  "who  hath  believed  our  report ?"  but  others, 
'*  have  come  again  with  rejoicing,  bringing  their  sheaves  with 
them."  We  would  encourage  these  beloved  fellow  labourers  in 
the  Gospel,  with  the  promise,  "  In  due  time  ye  shall  reap,  if  ye 
faint  not."    Their  work  is,  emphatically,  a  sowing  of  seed.    "  In 
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the  morning  sow  thy  seed,  and  in  the  evening  withhold  not  thy 
hand ;  for  thou  knowest  not  which  shall  prosper,  or  whether  they 
both  shall  be  alike  good."  "  One  soweth,  another  reapeth  but 
"he  that  soweth  and  he  that  reapeth  shall  rejoice  together." 

Mr.  Walter  M.  Roger,  Convener  of  the  Tract  Committee 
of  the  Students'  Missionary  Society  at  Knox  College,  sends  the 
following  :  — 

The  Kuox's  College  Students'  Missionary  Society  desire  to  acknowledge 
their  obligations  to  the  Tract  Society  for  the  liberal  supply  of  tracts  gratuit- 
ously furnished  to  them  during  this  and  in  former  sessions.  During  the  pres- 
ent session,  1863-64,  the  work  of  tract  distribution  has  received  their  atten- 
tion even  more  actively  than  formerly.  After  carefully  ascertaining  the  most 
destitute  districts  of  the  city,  these  were  portioned  out  to  those  students  who 
were  able  to  give  a  few  hours  occasionally  to  this  interesting  labour.  The 
districts  were  regularly  visited,  generally  once  a  week,  and  about  2000  tracts 
have  already  been  distributed.  When  opportunity  offered  the  contents  of  the 
tract  were  made  the  subject  of  conversation,  or  it  was  accompanied  with  a  few 
kind  words  of  exhortation,  warning  or  prayer,  with,  perchance,  a  portion  of 
Scripture.  The  tracts  were  generally  welcomed  ;  occasionally  an  unmannerly 
refusal  w»s  met  with  from  the  car  eless,  the  abandoned, or  the  bigoted.  Oppo- 
sition came  more  frequently  from  Roman  Catholics  than  any  others.  Their 
frequent  reply  when  offered  a  tract  was  "  we  don't  belong  to  them,"  a  sad 
confession  of  ignorance  and  prejudice.  In  what  darkness  does  Popery  love  to 
keep  its  devotees.  How  then  does  it  become  us  who  are  favoured  with  the 
clearer  light  of  Pi otestant  faith,  earnestly  to  pray  and  to  labour  for  the  deli- 
verance of  our  fellow  countrymen  from  this  worse  than  Egyptian  bondage. — 
The  truth  alone  can  make  them  free."  In  labours  snch  as  these  the  effects 
often  are  not  apparent,  but  we  have  abundaut  reason  to  hope  that  with  the 
divine  blessing,  the  good  seed  thus  freely  scattered  will  in  due  season  bring 
forth  fruit  to  the  honour  and  glory  of  God. 


A  cheering  report  comes  from  Mr.  J.  Greer,  which  we  intro- 
duce in  full :  — 

"  I  beg  leave  to  return  you  my  sincere  thanks  for  your  goodness  and  liber- 
ality in  occasionally  giving  me  a  bundle  of  tracts  for  distribution  on  the 
Northern  R.  R.,  and  other  places,  in  which  I  am  travelling  occasionally,  and 
I  rejoice  to  be  enabled  to  inform  you  that  they  have  not  been  without  produ- 
cing good  results.  I  shall  relate  a  few  instances  that  come  within  my  own 
notice.  F.  E.  of  King  was  a  miserable  drunken  creature  previous  to  the  time 
he  commenced  to  receive  your  tracts  from  me — and  his  family  living  in 
misery — now  he  is  quite  the  reverse ;  living  soberly,  and  industriously,  and 
his  family  much  improved.    He  always  receives  them  thankfully  from  me. 
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L.  D.  of  Ibe  same  place  has  been  a  similar  character — himself  and  family 
living  in  misery  also,  previous  to  receiving  your  tracts.  And  I  have  reason  to 
believe  that  there  is  a  great  change  in  them  also  for  the  better,  and  there  are 
several  families  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Kingston  road  below  the  Don 
bridge — where  I  have  charge  of  a  Sunday  School  whose  children  have  been 
receiving  tracts  from  me  occasionally,  who  are  very  much  improved  in  their 
habits  since  they  commenced  doing  so.  In  that  neighbourhood  there  are  sev- 
eral who  a  short  time  ago  were  drunkards- — having  their  families  living  in 
wretchedness,  now  they  are  quite  the  reverse,  several  of  them  have  given 
their  hearts  to  God,  aud  joined  the  church  there,  and  their  children  attend 
the  Sunday  School  regularly.  On  Sunday  Jan.  17th,  I  visited  the  house  of 
S.  H.  who,  a  short  time  previous  ?o  ncoiving  your  tracts  was  a  wretched 
drunkard,  and  his  wife  the  same,  and  I  was  delighted  to  see  the  change  in 
his  home  and  fnmily.  Formerly  their  was  filth  and  dirt  all  around  his  house, 
now  it  is  dean  and  orderly,  and  himself,  and  family  attend  Church  and  Sunday 
School  regularly.  The  working  men  on  the  Northern  R.  R.  also  receive  your 
tracts  from  me  thankfully,  and  some  of  them  come  and  ask  them  from  me,  and 
I  certainly  think  that  there  is  a  great  change  for  the  better  iu  several  of  them 
since  they  commenced  to  do  so.  Of  course  it  would  be  unfair  to  say  that  your 
tracts  have  been  the  only  instruments  used  iu  doing  those  persons  to  whom  I 
have  referred,  good.  Other  agencies  have  been  at  work  also  in  their  behalf,  but 
I  believe  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  your  tracts  with  God's  blessing  have  been  the 
means  of  doing  a  great  share  of  the  good  that  has  been  done  for  them.  In 
Collingwood  I  go  round  the  shanties  in  which  the  coloured  people  live  dis- 
tributing your  tracts  also,  and  they  receive  them  thankfully.  I  believe  and 
hope  that  when  with  God's  help  I  shall  give  you  another  report,  I  shall  be 
able  to  relate  many  more  instances  in  which  to  my  own  knowledge  your  tracts 
have  been  the  means  of  doing  much  good,  and  I  trust  and  hope  that  when  you 
aud  I  shall  reach  the  realms  of  the  blest,  we  shall  meet  many  there  who  have 
been  saved  through  their  instrumentality. 


Mr.  Hubert  L.  Ebbels  gives  the  following  brief  statement : — 

The  distribution  of  Tracts  in  connection  with  the  Bond  Street  Baptist 
Church  has  during  the  past  year  been  proceeded  with,  and  though  not  as  ex- 
tensively as  were  to  be  desired,  yet  to  as  great  an  extent  as  usual. 

During  that  time  we  have  had  altogether  fourteen  distributors,  each  taking 
from  12  to  30  tracts  at  a  time,  but  of  that  number  one  has  left  the  city,  and 
three  others  have,  without  any  known  reason,  given  up. 

As  1  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  we  have  several  Roman  Catholics  in  our 
district  who  take  tracts,  as  well  as  a  great  many  who  profess  no  religion,  and 
attend  no  church:  and  we  therefore  regard  tract  distributing  and  religious 
conversation  with  the  distributees  as  instrumentalities  of  doing  good  to  those 
who  are  unreached  by  the  Chsistian  Minister,  the  Sabbath  Teacher,  or  the 
cacred  literature  of  the  age,  and  we  regret  that  so  few  comparatively  are  en- 
gaged in  thi8  work. 
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By  the  remarks  of  the  people  in  our  districts,  wo  know  that  the  tracts  are 
read  and  remembered;  and  what,  beyond  that,  their  mission  is,  we  know  not  ; 
but  we  trust  that  like  the  continual  dropping  of  the  mountain  stream  on  its 
rocky  bed,  so  these  messages  with  words  of  truth,  dropped  time  after  time, 
may  make  a  way  through  hearts  the  hardest  for  living  streams  from  the  Foun- 
tain of  Truth. 


Mr  John  Wightman,  so  long  engaged  in  this  work,  thus  nar- 
rates the  work  done  under  his  charge  during  the  past  year : 

The  loan  tract  distribution  in  connection  with  Zion  Chapel,  though  by  no 
means  denominational  or  sectarian  in  its  character,  in  as  much  as  we  have  dis- 
tributors from  various  churches,  s till  continues  its  operations,  and,  I  have, 
reason  to  hope  and  trust,  with  increased  interest. 

The  number  employed  in  this  good  work  which  I  continue  to  superintend, 
averages  about  14,  who,  during  the  j  ast  year,  have  with  few  exceptions  been 
very  regular  in  the  work  of  faith  and  love. 

The  following  abstracts  from  the  annual  report,  from  a  few  of  the  distribu- 
tors, furnish  evidence  that  great  good  is  being  done  by  their  labours,  and  that 
they  see  the  "  pleasure  of  the  Lord  prospering  in  their  hands,"  to  the  glory 
and  praise  of  Him  whom  they  labour  to  serve. 

Mr.  J.,  district,  west  side  of  Elizabeth  street,  says:  "The  tracts  are  very 
well  received,  so  much  so  that  the  people  wish  me  to  come  round  every  week 
instead  of  fortnightly,  the  Roman  Catholics  received  the  tracts  until  lately, 
when  offence  was  occasioned  by  the  heading  of  a  tract  entitled  1  Pat,  Mickt 
and  the  Gentleman ;'  one  party  moved  away  but  s'.ill  wished  the  tracts." 

Mr.  A.  W.'s  District,  Emma  street,  says:  "  there  are  a  great  many  colored 
people  in  tliis  district,  I  wish  they  wete  all  colored,  as  I  find  most  enc  urage- 
ment  from  them,  as  they  seem  most  thankful  for  tracts." 

Mr.  P.'s  District,  west  side  of  Centre  street,  says:  *' I  meet  with  a  great 
deal  of  encouragement ;  there  are  several  pious  people  in  the  district.  One 
old  lady  is  worthy  of  mention,  she  is  one  hundred  years  of  age;  when  I  first 
took  charge  of  the  district  she  was  seeking  the  saviour,  and  I  believe  now  she 
is  a  true  Christian  ;  there  is  also  a  coloured  woman  who  is  one  hundred  and 
two  years  old,  her  name  is  Mrs.  Wallace,  she  is  a  christian  ;  she  is  very  feeble 
and  daily  in  expectation  of  her  release." 

Mr.  T.  has  two  districts  on  the  west  side  of  Terauley  street,  he  says*  "he 
meets  with  very  good  encouragement,  they  seem  to  be  very  glad  to  receive 
the  tracts.  One  drunken  woman  has  been  induced  to  'sign  the  pledge'  and 
she  has  abstained  from  taking  any  intoxicating  drink  since,  which  is  now  some 
months." 

Duiiug  the  year  we  have  had  to  deplore  the  loss  of  one  of  our  distributors, 
the' late  Mr.  Jones,  who  died  in  November  last,  after  a  very  short  illness,  and 
who,  though  a  young  man,  (being  only  18  years  of  age)  had  attained  to  the 
full  maturity  of  the  christian.  Mr.  J.  occupied  two  districts  in  Louisa  street, 
he  did  not  coDfine  hiirself  to  simply  leaving  a  tract  at  each  house  which  he 
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visited,  but  was  most  assiduous  in  his  endeavours  to  disseminate  the  truth, 
alike  in  bringing  the  careless  under  the  means  of  grace,  in  reclaiming  the 
drunkard,  in  bringing  children  into  the  Sabbath  School,  and  was  particularly 
anxious  concerning  the  welfare  of  young  men.  In  the  case  of  drunkards, 
he  would  watch  them  closely,  sometimes  calling  upon  them  three  or  four 
times  a  day,  looking  for  work  for  them  and  trying  to  keep  them  at  work  ;  he 
also  purchased  tracts  at  his  own  expense  and  distributed  them  promiscuously 
through  the  city — obtained  permission  from  the  Mayor  to  vieit  the  Gaol,  and 
read  and  prayed  with  the  inmates — he  also  visited  the  Hospital,  the  Poor 
House,  &c.  Many  more  instances  could  be  given  where  he  shed  an  influence 
for  good,  and  it  may  truly  be  said  ot  him  in  the  experience  of  those  who  knew 
him  best,  that  "  though  he  is  dead  he  yet  speaketh." 


Mr.  Hugh  Downie,  a  Scripture  Reader  for  the  Garrison  of  To- 
ronto, speaks  of  the  value  of  tracts  in  his  labours  in  these  terms  : 

I  think  it  my  duty  to  thank  the  Upper  Canada  Tract  Society  for  the  liberal 
supply  of  Tracts  the  Society  has  afforded  me  since  I  commenced  my  labours 
in  this  garrison  in  October  last.  Short  as  the  time  is  since  I  began  my  labours 
here,  I  witness  a  growing  desire  among  the  soldiers  to  obtain  tracts.  I  always 
find  that  tract  readers  are  the  most  serious  and  thoughtful.  From  the  truly 
Christian  spirit  which  breaths  through  every  line  of  these  religious  publica- 
tions, I  have  every  reason  to  hope  they  will  be  a  great  help  to  me  in  my 
work. 

I  find  also  that  some  of  the  soldiers  are  keeping  them  and  binding  them  in 
volumes ;  by  this  means  other  generations  may  rise  to  bless  God  for  these  re- 
ligious publications. 


Mr.  W.  A.  Johnston,  City  Missionary,  furnishes  these  speci- 
mens of  the  good  wrought  by  means  of  Tracts  distributed  by  him 
from  our  Depository  : — 

"  A  poor  man,  a  sailor,  who  cursed  and  swore,  and  threatened  to  put  me 
out  of  his  house  because  I  offered  his  wife  a  tract,  took  it  from  her  after  I  left, 
and  sat  down  and  read  it  and  re-read  it  until  his  tears  fell  like  rain  upon  it. 
"  Well,  wife,"  said  he,  "there  is  something  remarkable  about  this  tract,  it 
seems  to  bring  all  my  sins  to  my  recollection,  and  makes  me  cry  in  spite  of 
myself." 

"  I  am  thankful  for  those  precious  little  tracts  you  leave  with  me  from  time 
to  time,"  said  an  old  lady,  too  feeble  to  go  to  any  place  of  worship.  •!  You 
cannot  imagine  what  a  source  of  comfort  they  are  to  one  who  has  but  few  books 
and  who  does  not  get  to  hear  a  preached  gospel." 

'*One  night,"  said  a  poor  man,  "  my  wife  and  I  were  quarrelling,  when  my 
little  daughter  took  up  a  tract  which  you  had  left,  and  commenced  reading  it 
aloud  until  our  loud  and  angry  words  ceased  and  we  felt  ashamed  of  our  con- 
duct." 
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IV.  BRANCHES  AND  AGENCY. 

The  Bev.  J.  Cook  has  continued  to  act  as  the  Agent  of  the 
Society,  during  the  whole  of  1863.  A  detailed  report  of  his 
labours  will  be  given  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Eeport.  The  Eoard 
are  pleased  to  find  that  the  subscriptions  received  by  the  Agent 
are  considerably  in  advance  of  the  proportion  of  our  income  from 
that  source  of  late  years.  But  the  standard  of  those  years  was 
so  low,  that  we  can  only  regard  our  present  attainments  as  a 
starting  point  for  further  progress. 

The  Directors  cordially  unite  in  Mr.  Cook's  acknowledgment 
of  the  kindness  and  cooperation  received  in  so  many  quarters, 
from  the  ministers  and  members  of  the  several  Evangelical 
Churches.  We  are  convinced,  that  the  more  thoroughly  the  pub- 
lications of  the  Society  are  known,  the  more  will  their  scriptural 
and  unsectarian  character  be  appreciated  ;  and  that  their  variety 
of  form  and  character  will  be  found  appropriate  to  persons  of 
every  age  and  conditio*!).  The  Society  never  aims  to  take  the 
place,  but  to  be  the  helper,  of  the  church,  the  ministry,  the  Sab- 
bath-school, and  the  mission,  in  town  and  country,  at  home  and 
abroad.  It  therefore  confidently  asks  that  its  claims  be  fully  re- 
cognised in  all  the  localities  visited  by  the  Agent,  by  pastors  and 
others,  in  making  and  announcing  arrangements  for  public  meet- 
ings, in  the  advocacy  of  the  cause  from  the  pulpit  and  the  plat- 
form, and  in  using  every  means  to  obtain  liberal  contributions  to 
the  funds. 

It  is  upon  the  number  and  healthy  working  of  its  Branches  that 
this  Society  mast  chiefly  depend  for  the  power  to  fulfil  the  pur- 
pose of  its  organisation.  Our  him  is  to  have  such  a  representative 
in  every  centre  of  population  in  Upper  Canada,  for  the  supply  of 
local  wants  under  local  superintendence.  If  every  county  had  its 
one  or  more  colporteurs,  and  every  considerable  town  its  deposi- 
tory, with  an  adequate  force  of  distributors  everywhere,  our 
machinery  would  be  somewhat  complete.  The  work  cannot  all 
be  done  at  the  headquarters  of  the  Society .  There  are  many  ex- 
amples within  our  own  field  of  the  good  service  done  by  an 
efficient  local  branch  ;  while,  alas  !  others  could  be  quoted  to  show 
how  little  can  be  accomplished  by  those  who  depend  for  every- 
thing on  an  impulse  from  without.

The  receipts  from  sales  being  about  $400  less  than  last  year, 
those  from  free  contributions  show  an  improvement  of  over  $1000, 
making  the  benevolent  income  between  two  and  three  times  the 
income  received  in  18G2.  This  progress  is  encouraging  ;  but  it  is 
progress  from  so  low  a  point,  that  we  should  only  derive  from  the 
fact  new  stimulus  to  advance  still  further. 

Our  expenditures  for  the  year  include  the  last  payment  on 
account  of  a  long  standing  debt  to  Messrs.  Cowan  &  Co.,  Edin- 
burgh. The  origin  of  this  debt  was  the  large  expense  incurred 
several  years  ago  in  the  employment  of  colporteurs,  whose  sales 
did  not  defray  their  expenses,  and  for  whose  support  no  adequate 
aid  was  received  from  most  of  the  localities  in  which  they  labour- 
ed. The  funds  of  the  Society  being  thus  absorbed,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  obtain  an  extended  credit  on  some  portion  of  the  purchases 
of  stock  already  made,  as  well  as  to  be  much  less  prompt  than  we 
desired  in  payment  of  new  accounts.  Now  that  the  Society  is 
free  from  this  incubus,  it  will  not  only  be  able  to  keep  its  affairs 
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in  a  more  compact  and  correct  shape,  but  also  to  increase  its 
stock,  both  for  sale  and  for  gratuitous  distribution. 

The  experience  of  the  past  demonstrates  that  the  right  princi- 
ple of  action  for  the  Society,  in  reference  to  such  a  work  as  that 
of  colportage,  is,  to  suggest,  prompt  and  assist  the  undertakings 
of  its  Branches  in  this  direction,  but  not  to  assume  the  chief  re- 
sponsibility, either  in  respect  to  pecuniary  support  or  to  actual 
superintendence.  The  system  of  colportage  is  undoubtedly  fitted 
to  accomplish  much  good,  if  wisely  conducted.  In  view  of  the 
success  of  bookhawkers,  in  selling  miscellaneous  literature  through- 
out the  country,  as  a  profitable  business,  the  question  suggests 
itself,  whether  a  colporteur  of  religious  books  could  not  be  self- 
sustaining,  when  his  wares  form  so  large  a  proportion  of  the 
issues  of  the  Press,  and  are  so  much  in  demand  by  the  reading 
community. 

VI.  KINDEED  SOCIETIES. 

The  London  Eeligious  Tract  Society,  during  the  year  ending  in 
March  1863,  issued  forty  seven  .millions  of  publications.  This 
noble  Society  still  continues  to  grant  us  the  value  of  £50  sterling  in 
Tracts  for  free  distribution,  and  sells  us  Sunday  School  Libraries 
on  such  terms  that  we  can  offer  them  at  one-half  the  retail  price 
which  they  command  in  England. 

The  American  Tract  Society,  Boston,  is  rapidly  attaining  a 
position  of  great  power  and  usefulness.  Besides  its  outspoken 
anti-slavery  utterances,  and  a  very  extensive  work  in  the  U.  S. 
Army,  it  is  publishing  a  valuable  series  of  Books  and  Tracts, 
containing  things  new  and  old . 

The  American  Sunday  School  Union,  of  Philadelphia,  and  the 
Massachusetts  Sabbath  School  Society,  from  both  of  which  we 
purchase  books  and  other  requisites  for  schools,  are  doing  a  good 
work  in  their  respective  spheres. 

Canada  is  occupied,  at  different  points,  Kingston,  Montreal, 
Ottawa,  and  Quebec,  by  organisations  similar  to  our  own. 

There  has  been  no  time,  since  the  discovery  of  printing,  when 
such  a  flood  of  valuable  publications  was  sent  forth  to  instruct  the 
world,  as  in  our  own  day.    But  the  field  is  so  boundless,  that  the 
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work  seems  to  be  but  begun.  There  is  room  for  all  the  Societies 
»nd  for  all  the  individual  enterprises  which  we  rejoice  to  see  set 
on  foot  for  the  same  end.  We  must  not  forget  that  the  same 
mighty  engine — the  Press,  is  employed  in  the  interest  of  every 
form  of  sin  and  error,  and  that,  with  respect  to  the  diffusion  of 
such  noxious  publications,  the  Saviour's  words  are  often  verified, 
"  The  children  of  this  world  are  in  their  generation  wiser  than  the 
children  of  light."  Let  our  exertions  be  increased,  until  we  not 
only  do  the  work  thoroughly  in  Upper  Canada,  but  give  a  strong 
^and  willing  hand  to  help  the  same  cause  in  all  parts  of  the 
earth. 


APPENDIX. 


REPORT  OF  REV.  J.  COOK,  AGENT. 


TO  THE  SECRETARIES  OF  THE  UPPER  CANADA  RELIGIOUS  TRACT 
AND  BOOK  SOCIETY. 

Gentlemen, — In  presenting  my  annual  report  of  labours,  we  feel 
we  have  much  to  be  grateful  for,  inasmuch  as  God  has  seen  fit  to  pre- 
serve our  life  and  health,  and  in  the  midst  of  all  the  changes  through 
which  we  have  had  to  pass,  we  have  seen  the  hand  of  God  in  our  pres- 
ervation. 

During  the  past  year,  your  agent  has  travelled  several  thousand 
miles,  as  you  will  see  by  looking  at  the  country  over  which  he  has 
travelled.  Our  labours  began  as  far  east  as  Belleville,  and  from  that 
point  all  west  and  north  received  a  visit  from  your  agent  in  the  past 
year.  In  fact,  we  have  taken  the  circle  of  the  Lakes,  the  Georgian 
Bay,  Lake  Huron,  Lake  Erie,  and  part  of  Lake  Ontario  ;  and  from 
these  points  we  have  visited  nearly  every  place  of  any  note  in  the  in- 
terior, where  your  society  has  had  Branches,  and  have  organized  socie- 
ties in  places  where  there  were  none. 

During  the  past  year,  your  agent  has  preached  about  one  hundred 
times,  scattering  his  labours  over  the  various  congregations  with  which 
it  has  been  his  privilege  to  stay  on  Sabbath  days  ;  and  in  the  majority 
of  places  we  have  seen  that  God  was  honoring  your  society  by  giving  it 
favour  in  the  eyes  of  the  people.  We  have  also  to  record  our  grateful 
thanks  to  the  ministers  ot  the  various  churches  for  their  kindness,  not 
only  in  allowing  these  matters  to  be  brought  before  their  people  on  the 
Sabbath  days,  but  (many  of  them)  taking  a  very  deep  interest  in  advo- 
cating the  claims  of  your  society  ;  and  many  even  feeling  it  a  duty  to 
assist  your  agent  in  canvassing  their  respective  neighoourhoods  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  the  necessary  means  to  carry  on  the  good  work.  We 
may  also  add,  after  the  experience  we  have  had,  that  we  have  come  to 
the  conclusion,  that  wherever  the  minister  or  ministers  of  any  neigh- 
bourhood take  a  deep  interest  in  the  Religious  Tract  Society,  there  it 
will  prosper,  but  where  this  is  not  the  case,  it  is  difficult  even  to  gain  a 
footing. 

We  will  now  proceed  to  make  a  brief  statement  of  each  visit.  Bramp- 
ton— This  is  a  very  efficient  branch,  all  the  churches  take  a  deep  interest 
in  the  cause  ;  our  Sabbath  meetings  were  large,  our  annual  meeting 
very  good.    Georgetown — This  is  a  branch  full  of  life  and  interest. 
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Acton — Here  we  had  no  meeting,  on  account  of  the  person  to  whom  we 
wrote  having  removed,  so  that  no  notice  was  given  ;  however,  the  work 
goes  on  well,  both  in  subscription  and  distribution. 

Guelph — Here  public  meetings  are  well  sustained  ;  ministers  seem  all 
active  ;  no  less  than  six  were  on  the  platform,  ready  to  take  their  part 
in  helping  on  the  work. 

Gait,  a  neat  town,  and  a  good  place  for  work  of  this  nature  ;  a  little 
more  union  would  result  in  good. 

Fergus — Sabbath  meetings  good.  Rev.  Messrs.  McDonell  &  Smellie 
take  a  deep  interest  in  all  good  things,  which  is  easily  seen  in  their  con- 
gregations. Winterbornc — This  is  a  new  branch,  which  gives  good 
promise.  Rev.  Mr.  Thom,  although  a  man  of  years,  is  most  active  ; 
meeting  good  ;  subscription  large  ;  I  am  told  they  have  received  up- 
wards of  thirty  thousand  prges  for  distribution. 

Flora — Know  not  what  to  make  of  it  ;  visited  it  twice,  could  raise 
no  interest  ;  neither  time  could  I  see  a  minister  of  the  place,  although 
I  had  given  due  notice.  Arthur — This  place  gives  some  prospect  ;  it 
gave  a  good  meeting.  Mount  Forest — Here  we  had  an  interesting  time, 
every  thing  ready,  Rev.  Mr.  Hay  takes  a  deep  interest  in  all  those 
things. 

Durham — We  had  no  meeting  here,  Rev.  Mr.  Park,  to  whom  I  wrote, 
being  absent  from  home,  hence  no  notice  was  given  ;  we  think  this  will 
be  a  ^ood  place. 

Owen  Sound — Here  we  spent  a  very  pleasant  Sabbath  ;  preached 
twice:  raised  a  good  subscription  ;  ma'  iy  active  friends  in  the  cause; 
on  the  whole  there  is  a  good  prospect.  We  visited  Collingwood  and 
Meaford,  both  lying  on  the  Georgian  Bay,  and  places  of  some  note  ; 
but  we  did  not  hold  meetings  at  either,  on  account  of  the  ministers 
being  absent ;  we  thought  it  better  to  return  as  early  as  possible. 
From  thence  we  made  our  way  to  Port  Elgin,  which  lies  on  the  shores 
of  Lake  Huron,  about  thirty  miles  west  of  Owen  Sound  ;  we  met  a 
hearty  welcome  here  ;  Rev.  Mr.  Fraser  at  once  began  to  work  for  the 
good  of  the  society.  Our  next  point  was  Kincardine,  we  had  to  pass 
through  a  new  and  wild  country  for  about  the  space  of  25  miles,  yet 
in  the  midst  of  this  wild  place  God  has  many  people,  and  a  good  work- 
ing ministry  ;  we  spent  a  Sabbath  here  and  pointed  sinners  to  Christ. 

Goderich — This  is  a  fine  town  ;  churches  large,  our  meeting  was  some 
what  interesting,  we  hope  this  place  will  take  a  fresh  start  in  the  good 
work.  Clinton — The  night  being  very  wet  and  dark,  we  had  no  meet- 
ing, but  no  persons  could  take  a  greater  interest  than  the  Rev.  Mr. 
McDonald  and  Mr.  Murray  do  in  the  cause  ;  a  large  subscription  was 
the  result.  Mitchell — Not  the  most  lively  place  ;  there  are  some  who 
wish  the  society  well. 

Stratford — A  place  where  much  good  might  be  done;  we  visited  it 
three  times  before  a  meeting  could  be  obtained  ;  at  last  we  succeeded. 
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St.  Marys — Here  we  spent  a  Sabbath,  found  the  churches  well  attended, 
on  Monday  had  a  good  meeting  ;  we  have  a  good  prospect  in  this  place. 
Shakespeare — Here  we  met  many  good  friends  ;  found  that  the  people 
when  called  upon  were  willing  to  respond.  Berlin — We  visited  this 
place  twice  ;  at  last  we  had  a  good  meeting.  London  was  our  next 
point  ;  every  thing  here  in  connection  with  religious  matters  seems  to 
work  by  rule  ;  peace,  harmony,  good  will  and  brotherly  kindness  exist 
among  the  ministers  of  the  churchas.  We  spent  a  Sabbath  with  them, 
and  preached  twice.  The  Tract  Society  is  wrought  well  by  the  Young 
Mens'  Christian  Association.  Sarnia — here  we  found  all  things  in 
waiting.  To  Mr.  J.  Robson's  indefatigable  labours  the  Society  is  much 
indebted.  Chatham — A  place  where  much  interest  is  taken  in  all  good 
societies.  Windsor — Great  coldness  seems  to  prevail,  not  only  in  this 
but  in  nearly  every  other  good  cause,  yet  there  are  some  who  give  lib- 
erally. We  returned  to  Ingersoll,  where  we  were  met  by  the  old  friend 
of  the  society,  Eev.  Mr.  Beardsell.  St.  Thomas — here  we  spent  a  Sab- 
bath, and  on  Monday  held  our  meeting  ;  we  cannot  but  record  our 
thanks  to  Judge  Hughes  for  his  kindness  and  attention  to  the  cause  ; 
also  to  the  various  ministers  of  the  place.  •  Port  Stanley — I  am  afraid 
it  is  sunk  in  this  respect  to  rise  no  more  ;  I  did  not  find  a  vestige  of  a 
society  in  this  place.  Aylmer — A  good  interest  here  ;  promises  to  do 
well. 

Rkl  inond — Still  living  ;  we  had  a  good  meeting.  Brownville — The 
cause  rather  low,  yet  some  good  friends.  Tilsonburg — Some  little  can 
be  said  in  its  favour.  Vienna — A  place  of  much  interest,  spent  a  Sab- 
bath here ;  God  was  among  his  people  ;  on  Monday,  a  good  meeting. 
Otterviile — Got  up  quite  a  subscription.  Norwichville — Here  we«spenf 
an  interesting  time  ;  got  a  good  subscription*  Ancaster — The  Society 
still  lives,  Rev.  Mr.  Lees  watches  over  its  interests.  Brantford — Not 
too  zealous  in  these  matters.  Paris — Here  we  met  many  friends  to 
the  cause.  Mount  Vernon — Nothing  here  in  the  way  of  interest. 
Burford — Some  good  friends  who  feel  willing  to  sustain  the  cause. 
Scotland — Sabbath  meetings  large,  subscriptions  large. 

Waterford,  Simcoe,  and  Port  Dover — All  gave  good  meetings,  and 
came  up  well  in  subscriptions.  Dunville — There  is  heed  that  a  fresh 
effort  should  be  put  forth  in  order  that  the  society  should  gain  a  foQt- 
ing.  York  still  lives.  Cayuga — Very  little  doing  hei  e  in  this  cause. 
Caledonia — Here  we  had  a  good  meeting  ;  much  interest  taken  by  the 
ministers. 

St.  George — Here  is  a  most  interesting  place  also.  Glenmorris,  where 
We  had  a  good  meeting  and  a  good  subscription.  Newark  was  also  vis- 
ited, where  we  preached  to  the  people.  JDundas — Here  we  spent  Sab- 
bath ;  on  Monday,  our  meeting  was  good  ;  we  here  tender  our 
thanks  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stark  for  his  assistance  in  sustaining  the  socie- 
ty's interest.  Milton — Here  we  met  friends  to  the  cause  ;  although 
the  society  had  been  dead,  it  became  revived,  and  promises  to  do  well. 
Oakville  was  the  next  place,  we  cannot  boast  much  of  this  place,  still 
there  is  a  spark  alive.  Wellington  Square — Little,  doing,  and  few  want 
to  do  anything.  Grimsby — A  promise  that  an  effort  should  be  made, 
Beamsville — We  had  a  small  meeting,  which  resulted  in  some  good. 
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At  St.  Catherine's  the  residents  conduct  their  own  Tract  operations  ;  we 
hope  they  will  not  weary  in  well  doing. 

Thorold — here  we  spent  a  Sabbath  ;  good  meetings  ;  the  result  was  a 
good  subscription .  Niagara  and  Queemton  not  so  prosperous  as  former- 
ly ;  our  interests  suffer  with  others.  Clifton — The  Society  is  much  in- 
debted to  Rev.  Mr.  Bell  for  his  valuable  a*-;istance.  Drummondville — 
Here  we  spent  a  Sabbath  ;  congregations  good  ;  some  interest  in  the 
Tract  Society .  Chippawa-E  very  thing  ready  in  this  place,  the  people  were 
all  apprised  of  the  meeting.  Rev.  Mr.  Christie  leaves  nothing  undone. 
Port  Robinson — We  have  some  interest  in  this  place  ;  it  gave  a  good 
meeting.  Welland — Here  the  society  has  some  interest,  under  the  care 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Walker.  Port  Colborne — Here  we  formed  a  new  branch 
which  gives  some  promise.  Weston — This  place  in  general  gives  good 
meetings  ;  some  interest  ;  the  society  is  still  growing.  Woodbridge — 
We  organized  a  new  branch  here  which  seems  to  give  some  promise. — 
Lloydtown — here  also  we  established  a  new  branch,  and  raised  some 
subscription.  Bondhead  has  done  better  than  it  has  done  for  some  time. 
Bradford  gave  a  good  meeting  ;  here  there  are  some  warm  friends. 
New  Market  is  still  doing  well ;  Rev.  Mr.  Barker  sustains  the  work. 
Aurora  is  doing  well ;  our  aged  friend,  J.  Hunt,  although  infirm,  is 
ever  engaged  in  the  work  ;  from  door  to  door  he  goes,  requesting  peo- 
ple to  read  of  Christ  and  his  salvation.  Rev.  Mr.  McCollurn  is  most 
zealous  in  all  good  things  ;  to  him  we  tender  our  most  sincere  thanks. 
Markham  holds  on,  keeps  pace  with  what  it  did  on  any  former  occasion 
and  a  little  more.  Claremont  is  still  doing  well,  and  will  appear  a  little 
in  advance.  Prince  Albert — but  little  interest  taken  here,  yet  there 
are  a  Jew.  Manilla,  a  good  working  societj'  here,  all  seem  to  engage 
in  it.  Woodville  has  done  much  better  than  it  did  last  year.  Beaverton 
is  not  behind.  Rev.  Mr.  Watson,  Rev.  Mr.  McLochlin  and  others, 
take  an  interest  in  the  cause.  Oakwood  promises  well ;  this  is  a  new 
branch.    Omemee  is  doing  well  in  subscriptions. 

Lindsay  must  be  left  for  the  present.  Mount  Pleasant  is  an  inter- 
esting place  ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ewing  still  urges  the  claims  of  the  Society. 
Millbrooke — here  we  preached  twice  during  the  week,  which  resulted  in 
some  good,  we  hope  ;  the  people  are  somewhat  awake  to  the  interests 
of  the  society.  Keene — here  we  spent  a  Sabbath,  preached  three  times, 
congregations  large. 

Norwood — nothing  here.  Hastings — we  found  some  friends  here, 
and  hope  to  visit  them  soon.  Norham — some  interest,  Rev.  Mr.  Al- 
exander aids  in  the  work.  Carnpbellford — a  good  meeting,  and  subscrip- 
tion. Sterling — rather  on  the  increase  this  year.  Peterborough — this 
is  a  town  which  attends  to  all  its  own  affairs  ;  seems  to  have  the  right 
kind  of  men  ;  yearly  they  make  a  small  donation  to  your  society. 
Belleville  —  this  place  came  in  as  a  branch  ;  a  most  interesting  meeting  ; 
public  meetings  are  got  up  in  a  most  efficient  manner,  everything  ready 
when  the  time  comes  ;  six  ministers  and  a  number  of  lay  gentlemen 
took  part  in  the  meeting,  a  donation  was  made  in  aid  of  your  society. 
Brighton — on  account  of  a  very  great  storm,  our  meeting  was  rather 
small,  yet  the  result  was  good.    Colborne— meeting  interesting,  Rev. 
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Mr.  Duncan  is  very  much  interested  ;  it  stands  far  in  advance  of  last 
year. 

Grafton  we  are  trying  to  make  grow,  it  is  still  alive .  Cobourg — this 
time  we  were  rather  unfortunate  ;  one  of  the  greatest  storm§  of  the 
season  passed  over  on  the  night  of  our  meeting  ;  considering  all  things 
the  town  has  done  well.  NewtonvilU  stands  far  in  advance  of  last  year. 
Rev.  Mr.  Mullen  got  up  a  good  subscription.  Orono  lias  also  done  well 
and  promises  to  advance. 

From  the  above  you  can  see  part  of  our  works.  Although  not  com- 
ing up  to  our  expectations,  yet  it  affords  us  some  degree  of  comfort 
from  which  we  take  courage.  There  are  a  number  of  places  we  visited 
during  the  year  which  we  have  not  noted  in  this  report.  That  under 
God's  blessing  the  society  will  still  grow  and  increase,  is  the  prayer  of
